DENEEN FLAYS POWER TRUST 


Jacksonville Speech Reveals Plot 
to Grab Available Sites. 


BOMB FOR BIPARTISANS. 


Charges Deliberate Conspiracy to Dead- 
lock Legislature. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Jacksonville, III., Oct. 22.—[Special.]—Gov. 
Deneen placed himself on record tonight in 
favor of immediate purchase by the state of 
Illinois of the five: available water power 
sites along the route of the proposed deep 
waterway. 

These sites, the governor said to a great 
crowd, are now being snatched by the water 
power and électrical trust of Chicago. The 
purchase price, according to the governor’s 
program, is to come from the sale of bonds 
out of the $20,000,000 issue already authorized 
by the people of the state. 

The estimated cost of the purchase of the 
five water power sites lying along the Lock- 
port-Utica stretch of the deep waterway line 
is figured by the governor's engineering ad- 
visers at something over $260,000. 


, Bomb for the Bipartisans. 


The governor in his speech hurled a bomb 
under the feet of the forces in the last leg- 
islature that stood out against the adminis 
tration’s waterway plans. He charged the 
bipartisan combination under the Lorimer- 
Shurtleff- Browne banner with having delib- 
enately conspired to deadlock the passage of 
any deep waterway legislation for the rea- 
son that the longer the delay the better the 
chance for the interests in the background 
to grab water power sites and be in position 
to hold up the state when the deep waterway 
eventually is constructed. 

Mr. Deneen further charged from the plat- 
form that ‘even casual scrutiny of certain 
newspapers over the state showed there had 
been preconcerted attacks made upon the 
state administration’s deep waterway and 
water power policy. He accused some of 
these papers of having been bought up by the 
involved interests.

The governor produced the evidence of the 
organization of the Illinois Valley Power and 
Electric company a few days after the ad- 
journment of the extra session of the legis- 
lature with a capital stock of $1,000, and two 
weeks later of the increase of its capital 
stock to $6,250,000.

The Illinois leaders have been frightened 
further by stories to the effect that the pre a- 
dent intended to make more appointments 
of the same character.

ticularly aroused by the reports of the fa- 
vor with which the president is said to re- 
gard Judge Mack of Chicago for a place in 
the Commerce court. Judge Mack ig a Dem 
ocrat, and the prospect of the elevation ‘of 
another Illinois Democrat to a high federal 
office by Mr. Taft gives the Republican poll. 
ticlans from that state a painful shock. 

Last August Senator Cullom wrote to Pres- 
dent Taft, it is understood, saying he could 
not conscientiously approve of the appoint- 
ment of Judge Mack if any thought were 
to be given to the welfare of the Republican 
party.

Cullom Uses Plain Talk. 

Mr. Cullom declined yesterday and today 
to disclose the nature of the conversation 
concerning the Illinolg situation, but, ac- 
cording to current gossip, some extremely 
plain talk was indulged in by the senator. 
He is said to have given the president to un- 
derstand that the appointment of Mack or 
any other Illinois Democrat would de 4 step 
in the direction of political suicide. 

The senator, it is known, is greatly alaymed 
over the news tbat he has received from 
Illinois within the last two weeks. This ty 
to the effect that a movement is on foot to 
line up the younger generation of Dunn 
Republicans in support of an organization 
that will declare its independence of Deneen, 
Lorimer, Busse, Cannon, and the other lead- 
ers of the day.

For 
the fun of the thing I taught her to say those 
amusing lines beginning, “ So she went into 
the gardem to cut a cabbage leaf to make an 
apple pie.“ In her broken English it was 
delicious and mo one enjoyed the fun more 
than she did. 

On various occasions she. had costume par- 
ties at the studio of W. M Chase, and at these 
Mme. Modjeska would recite in Polish and 
make us all weep though we did not know 
a word of the lines she was speaking. 

It was not true, as has been said, that she 
recited the Polish alphabet and then laughed 
to see us weep.

AVIATOR TALES OF SEA TRIP. 

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE ] 

LONDON, Oct, 22.—Dr. Alt, head of the 
Meteorological institute of Munich, who will 
partake in the voyage, describes in an inter- 
view the objects of the Joseph Brucker 
transatiantic airship expedition which will 
start in February.

LONDON, Oct. 2. Benjamin J. Rosenthal 
of Chieago, who left today for Paris, talked 
of the plans on foot for an international trade 
court in America. 

Neat Wednesday he will explain the pro- 
posal te the directors of the American cham- 
ber ot commerce in Paris. Mr. Rosenthal 
while here met a number of economists in 


regard to the subject. 

Only the barest beginning 115 been 
made, sald Mr, Rosenthal. I shall return 
to London in thirty days to tee Mr. Burns 
and Sir Alfred Mond, M. P., and probably 
shall lay the scheme fully before a gathering 
of manufacturers and merehanis. Neces- 
‘garily the work in hand will require time and 
patlenee and I shall not begrudge two years 
or more of er if the plan can be carried 
out. 

“T am répresentiie the National Business 
League of America, the sponsor for the 
movement, and I am also authorized by the 
Washington authorities to make investiga- 
tions, for I intend not only to work for a 
trade court but to make the closest study pos- 
elble of industrial and commerelal conditions 
in the leading countries of Europe. 

“ The league believes, and I believe, in reci- 
procity among the trading nations. Surely 
no nation dan long be successful if it is in- 
dustrially and commercially isolated. Gen- 
erous trading internationally means the 
buliding up of all nations participating and 
cements that peace without which manufac- 
turing and commerce would perish. Natu- 
rally such trading means more or less compe- 
tition, but competition that will be a epur to

Born in Poverty. 

The rise of Sir Kuius iedacs to the posi- 
tion of attorney genera] of England is the 
climax, up to the present at least, of à re- 
markable career. 

Unlike much of the success of men in this 
World, it will be received by nearly every 
human being with great and heartielt sat- 
isfaction. Isaacs is one of the most popular 
ef men, and everybudy recognizes that his 
position has been won by conspicuous merit. 

And yet few men could have started lite 
wich apparently less chance of succeeeding at 
anything, ana especialiy at ie bar. tic 
is the child of the Jewry-—I do not say ‘of 
the gnetio, ior his people had already risen 
from the abyes of hopeiess poverty in which 
many of the Jews of London hved hall a 
century ago. But, though they were not 

in abject poverty, the leaacs were not 5 
and they were not lucky. 

They were for the most part in the fruit 
trade, that favorite pursuit of the Jew in 
London. If you go to Covent Garden mar- 

ket, the headquarters of the fruit and vege- 
table trade, you will find Jewish names on 
half the doors. One Isaacs, uncle of Rufus. 
was lord mayor of London, but he got in- 
volved in some unsuccess{ul companies— 
quite innocently, evesybody knew—and he 
lost money and caste to a certain extent. 
Nan Away to Sea. 

It was ditticult to know what should be 
done with Rufus when he was a boy. he 

great lawyer and now the great law officer 
ef today, suave, seif-controlied, smiling, cor- 

rect, was a harum scarum lad. He had a 

certain element of romance and adventure 
in his temperament which are at once proot

Thus he was chosen (o lead the prosecution 
in the great case in which Whitaker Wright 
fought for fortune and life, losing both 
Whitaker Wright was one of those me teorle 
Us ures taat Dame lor a season across the 
hnancial firmament of London, make and 
lose millions, and end in glory or in snawme. 
Astule, courageous, stubborn, with the thick 
neck, the square jaw, the lowering brow, 
and the terrivle purpose of an enraged Alger, 
and instigator of ail his facts, and confident 
in himselt and in bis good intention—for, to 
tell the truth, Whitaker Wright was sinned

Similariy, when another range portent, 
possibie, perhaps, only in the sirange lite 
of London—Robert Sivier—was, after many 
narrow escapes, finaily caught, it was 
thought, in a carefully laid trap, and doomed 
to end in jail, ruin, and universal banish- 
ment, Rufus Isaacs was called in as a last 
desperate expedient. 


Saw the Loophole. 

Everybody thought it Was the most forlorn 
of hopes, the most inipossible of causes, and 
people were surprised that Rufus Isaacs 
should take it up and expose his unchecked 
and apparently invincible prestige to such a 
risk. But Isaac’s remarkable courage and 
self-confidence saw from the start the loop- 
hole, the cause for the prosecution, and pur- 
sued relentlessly the prosecutor, an enor- 
mously wealthy South African magnate who 
was not popular, and who was regarded as 
trying to take an unfair advantage.

As @ matter of fact, you feel as if Rufus 
Isaaes were a pleasant. happy-go-lucky fei- 
low who only wanted to make everybody 
happy, and who was so eminenth reason- 
able that it was quite impossible to think 
that the cause or the client that he repre- 
sented could be anything but the best of 
causes and the most injured of men. 

He never shouts, he never attempts to bully, 
but cold, pleasant, suave, he enfolds the 
hypnotised witness in a net from which 
there is no escape. 

Rufus Isaacs is still young, but he has not 
won his great position without a strain 
which would have killed nine men out of ten. 
For twenty years or more he has been called 
during the legal terms at 4 o'clock every 
morning. He has worked for hours already 
before he gets into court. His habfts are 
like clockwork. There is an old servant 


il who brings him a tea before he setties 


down to work. 

He takes a dish of stewed figs every morn- 
ing. Each night when he reaches his bed- 
room there is a glass of warm milk whic 
he has to take before he goes to bed.

Offer Is Timely. 

His earnings have been olg almost beyond 
precedent, partly because he lived in a time 
whin even lawyers’ fees have gone up to 
tie extraorainary extent.

His ac- 
ceptance of high official position marks not 
an increase but a decrease of his gigantic 
earnings, but still he will be drawing some- 
thing between $50,000 and $70: 000 a year, and 
nis work will not be so exacung.

PRECEDENTS, AS BASIS 


of Diplomatic Affairs of 
Various Countries.

Thus far but one power—namely: Brasil— 
has recorded full recognition to the new 
fledged republic of Portugal, an action large- 


manship,-as well as the identity of origin 
and of speech of the two nations, Most of 
the other foreign states have consented to, 
carry on official intercourse with the leaders 
and ministers of the republic, as represent- 
ing the de facto government. 

But this does not mean that they have 
followed the example of Brasil in according 
recognition to the .revolutionary régime at 


monarchical as well as republican, in this 
wise reserve. the United States is acting in 
accordance with the precedents set by George 
Washington and his secretary of state, 
Thomas Jefferson, in 1702, and by President 
Monroe and hig secretary of state, John 
Quincy Adams, in 1823. 

In the latter instance the United States 
could not but view with eympathy the revo- 
lution of Spain’s colonies in Southern and 
Central America against their home govern- 
ment, anc the proclamation of their inde- 
pendence, as sister republics. Yet Adams, 
by the direction of President Monroe, wrote 
in 1823 with regard to these revolted colonies 
>of King Ferdinand, when a sovereign has 
a reasonable hope of maintaining his author- 
ity over insurgents, the recognition of the 
independence of such insurgents | would bean 
international wrong.” 


In Keeping with Legal Code. 
This principle is in keeping with all the 
doctrines of international law, as expounded 
| in all the standard works dealing with the 
subject, the ground being taken that the 
premature recognition of a revolutionary 
administration not definitely accepted by the 
people of the country concerned would consti- 
tute an encouragement to rebellion, and, in 
that sense, an unwarranted intervention in 
the domestic affairs of the -nagipn by a 
foreign power. 

It may be taken for granted that not until 
the new republic at Lisbon has furnished 
adequate proof of its stability and of its ap- 
proval by the bulk of the Portuguese pecple 
will it secure full recognition by the United 
States and by the other great powers of the 
world. 

Of course, there is a considerable amount 
of difference between the recognition of a 
government’s belligerency. and of its inde- 
pendence. In the interests of humanity, and 
of the trade of neutral states, revolutionary 
forces and institutions are sometimes ac- 
corded recognition as belligerents, by means 
of which they are endowed with a quasi- 
political status, far short, 9 ot actual 
independence. 

Thus in the case of the e civil 
war, the recognition of the belligerency of 
the southern confederacy was conceded in 
the first instance by Great Britain, and sub- 
sequentiy by most of the other foréign pow- 
ers. Thanks to this, the United States was 
relleved of all responsibility to foreign na- 
tions for acts of the secessionist states, and 
was empowered, from the point of view of 
international law, to declare blockades, and 
to adopt certain measures with regard to 
neutral commerce. On the other hand, the 
confederacy was enabled thereby to raise 
loans and obtain other assistance, subject 
to the neutrality laws. 


Napoleon Led in Movement. 

Napoleon III. was encouraged by this to 
take the lead among the European powers 
in a movement for the recognition of the in- 
dependence of the confederacy, urgd thereto 
by the agents who were sent from Richmond 
to Paris for the purpose. notable among them 
being James Murray Mason and John u- 
dell, the latter of New York. If their efforts 
were frustrated. and if Napoleon and his 
government were deterred from their resolve 
to grant full recognition to the confederacy, 
it was mainly owing to the shrewd diplomacy 
end tireless energy of the now nonogenerian 
John Bigelow of New York. then United 
States minister in Paris, and to the sagacious 
statesmanship of the late Queen Victoria, 
who, although popularly euppcsed at the time 
to be so overwhelmed with grief for the re- 
cent logs of her husband as to be incapable 
of giving any attention to her duties as 
sovereign, was nevertheless keenly alive 
enough to what was going on to prevent her 
ministers from following the lead of Na- 
poleon III. in the matter. 

The emperor was convinced that the south 
would remain victorious in the end and that 
France would then enjoy an altogether priv- 
lieged position, politically and economically, 
with the confederacy, as having been the first 
of the great powers to accord recognition of 
its independence. N Vietoria was more 
tar sighted. 


Dismissal of aed Palmerston. 

This was by no means the only occasion 
when Queen Victoria intervened m a vig- 
orous fashion to prevent the premature 
recognition of a government that she con- 
sidered was based upon revolution against 
duly constituted authority. and it may de re- 
called that in 1861 she availed herself of her 
sovereign prerogative, to dismiss. from the 
post of minister of foreign affairs Lord Pa).

induce Russia to withdraw her opposition to 
bis recognition. 

Mo one save King Ferdinand himself am 
ever know the full extent of the numiliations, 
the conspiracies, the dramas, and live trage- 
dies, which marked the first decade of his 
reign, connected with his nonrecognition, 
perhaps the sorriest tragedy of them el! be- 
ing the shocking murder of the Bulgarian 
Bismarck, Sirambouloff, who was cut to 
pieces by assassins, in broad daylight, at the 
gates of the royal palace at Sofia. 


Light on Matter of History. 


Students of American history will recall 
that although the existence of the United 
States dates from July 4, 1776, it was not until 
1783 that its independence was formally and 
fully recognized by England and by most of 
the other great powers of Europe: France. it 
is true, had granted recognition in 1778, 
thereby involving herself in war with Eng- 
land. But it is worthy of note that although 
not merely the French nation but also the 
French government had assisted the United 
States in her fight for her freedom from a 
date some years prior to 1776, yet Louis XVI. 
hesitated for two years after the declaration 
of independence before he finally dee ded to 
concede full recognition to the new Ameri- 
can republic, 

In the meantime, the latter needed money 


‘in order to carry on the war of liberation, and 


owing to the absence of its recognition by the 
foreign powers congrees (ound it almost im- 
possible to horrow abroad. Indeed. it was not 
until Great Britain had recognized the inde- 
pendence of the United States that the money 
markets of the old world became really ac- 
cessible to the American government. 

The United States, while sympathizing toa 
certain extent with the ertabl shment of a 
form of government similar to its own in 
France, in 1703, declined to grant recogni- 
tion to the republic on the banks of the Seine, 
quarreled, indeed, with the revolutionary 
leaders about the matter, and did not recog- 
nize the new order of things in Paris. until 
nearly ten years later, when Napoleon had 
invested himself with supreme power. 

On the other band, the Un'ted States 
showed little hesitation in conceding recogni- 
tion to the republic of Panama, the recogni- 
tion, indeed, following by less than a week 
the proclamation of its independence. born of 
revolt against the republic of Colombia, of 
which it had been a province. That the actior 
of the United States met with the appro: al 
of the great powers of Europe was shown by 
the circumstance that they all of them 
hastened to follow Uncle Sam's example, in 
extending a friendly hand to Panama.

Unfortunately for her plans, the interview 
resolved itself into a three cornered sort of 
affair. and if the dominating personality of 
the two women could be put into cold type 
the result would be most interesting.

It remained then for men of our own time 
to glorify the personification of lust. Oscar 
Wilde was not the first to remald the story 
told so simply in the gospels of St. Mark 
and St. Matthew so that it ascribed to Salome 
a deliberate and intentional agency in the 
events recorded. But he was the first to 
present her as a spirit of infinite lust and 
cruelty, to analyse her mental processes and 
to develop them logically to their terrible 
climax. 
That development and climax Strauss has 
Ulumined in a score that is a never ending 


oute of wonder to the musician. It com- 


mands respect by reason of its magnitude, 
and its infinite complication as well as be- 
cause. of its admitted eloquence. It expands 
the ordinary opera orchestra of sixty or 
‘elghty players to 112 different instrumen 
calling for 120 players. 7 

Even these figures fall to estimate its poly. 
phony accurately, for the composer habitu- 
ally divides the four or five string parts 
into eight, twelve, or - sixteen. different 
voices. And these volces are combined to 
produce sounds that are new to the world 
of music, sounds which vary from inspired 
beauty to deliberate ugliness, but which, ugly 
or beautiful. never vary in producing exactly 
the effect that the composer intended. It re- 
mains only to deplore the fact that such im- 
posing genius should have been made the 
servant of such an ignoble intention.

The opera opens abruptly. There is- no 
orchestral prelude, but as the curtain rises 
the orchestra announces and develops the 
first of the musical texts or leading motives 
which are associated with the character of 
Salome, (Ex.

To 
Narraboth, the young lover of Salome, the 
former is a princess of rare and mysterious 
beauty. To Herod the latter is the warning 
voice of his own conscience. 

The first Salome motif is announced but 
once, and immediately is followed by a yearn- 
ing little melody associated with Narraboth 
and his love. But it returns and colors the 
music of the first. scene, while Narraboth, a 
page, and the Roman soldiers talk of Salome, 
of the omens of the moon, of the banquet go- 
ing on in the hall, and the noisy discussions of 
the Jews who are numbered among the 
guests of the king. They are forever dis- 
puting about their religion,” says one of the 
soldiers,‘ and the orchestra announces the 
motif of the Jews (Ex. II.), a phrase so hid- 
eously cacophonic that one is constrained to 
construe it as an intentlonal expression of 
anti-Semitic feeling on the part of the com-

HE reception with which the Art mati 
tute opened its annual exhibit of

Whilé the McCor- 
micks are remodeling end adding to thelr 
Hurcn street residence they have wisely sent 
their works of art to the Art institute 
Mrs. Potter Palmer’s remarkable collec- 
tion of modern paintings fills several gal- 
Jeries at the institute which gives everybody 
an excellent opportunity of studying them 
carefully.

These have now arrived and are—perhaps 
unknowingly—ewaiting, just such a charce 
as John Lavery will give them to go down 
to posterity. 

His exhibit at Venice last summer, where 
a whole room was devoted to his pictures, 
made the public realize, what insiders had 
long recognized, that he was the toremost 
English painter of today. 80 hall to him 
and his beeutifrl wifel Let us hope that 
they will come.

It is not improbable that one of the features 
of sqrlal gatherings this winter here will be 
the entertaining of those of the opera stars 
to whom such recognition is welcome. One 
of these luminaries was once quite a figure 
in society when he came among us as a 
Painter. 

I think it was in the world’s fair year that 
Mario Guardabassi first came among us, 
lured here by that great festival. He was 
then quite young, in his early twentics. He 
Was dark, romantic looking, resembling 
Raphael's famous portrait of himself. He 
had already painted a portrait of the pope. 
This was a better advertisement of Guarca- 
bassi than of the pope. He gave the holy 
man a lean and hungry lock which ill became 
the triple crown. The pope, as I remember 
him, looked foodless, but not hungry. Guar: 
dabassi is less poetic and more robust in ap- 
pearance nowadays. He is, however, ag 
genial, friendly, and agreeable as ever, and 
those who knew him of old will be glad te 
welcome him back.

The early theory, in regard to the car- 
borundum detector was that the incoming 
wave caused a minute heating effect at the 
contact point of the crystal. thereby setting 
up a current which affected the magnet of 
the telephone receiver. 

This theory, however, was disproved by 
Prof. G. W. Pierce of Harvard college. Prof. 
Pierce discovered that heating the contact 
point of the crystal caused no current to be 
set up. It was further discovered that the 
crystals would conduct better in one direction.

However, as it is the shaft will drop down 
and let the mill hang. Under the wheel, A, is 
mounted a second wheel or pulley, L, larger 
than A. and mounted on a vertical shaft. 8, 
of heavy wire or bessemer steel rod.

It is on this wheel, D, that the figures of 
the men, M. are fastened by means of flaps, 
(f), on their feet.

The piece, T, however, does not run clear 
down to the baseboard. B, but is held with 
ts bottom edge an inch up from the base- 
board by side pieces, E. forming part of the 
house part, K. in the small sketch.

being braced also at the back. 

B is a piece of inch wood with a hole bored 
in the ¢enter for the shaft, S. while a broken 
piece of window glass not much more than 
an inch across and broken from some handy 
scrap is set into the wood at the bottom and 
ghued.

The brass point 
which rests against it is regulated by means 
of the spring lock nut. The advantage of 
mounting in this manner is that the cup 
can be easily moved around and various 
points on the silicon brought into contact, 

A pericon detector is shown in figure 28. 
This detector consists of zincite and chal- 
copyrite crystals mounted in the containing 
cups with the adjustment so that different 
points can be brought into contact. This 
detector ig exceedingly sensitive and has 
been largely adopted for commercial work.

Numerous other types of crystal detectors 
are used, disguised under varipus names. 
The types described, however, will cover the 
field in a general way. The operation of the 
different kinds is theoretically the same. 

The detector shown in figure 2% is known 
as the peroxide os 1eac, or ary electrolytic 
detector. In its improved state It consists of 
a lead pellet placed between platinized and 
leadized electrodes of brass. The inventor, 
Prof. Brown, states that the action is due 
to the local battery causing the peroxide of 
lead to break up into lead on the platinum 
electrode. 

The opposité side acts as a battery and 
causes the deposit of lead on the anode and 
of oxygen on the eathode. Any incoming 
wave current increases this action, causing 
considerable lead to be deposited on the 
platinum. The lead is removed, however, 
by the local current as soon as the incoming 
wave ceases The action which takes place 
causes the signals to become evident in the 
receiver as long as the incoming wave lasts. 

THERMO-ELECTRIC—Pertaining to the 
generation of an electric current by means of 
the direct action of heat. 

ELECTRODES—The two points between 
which an interruption in the current ls made, 
or that constitute an arc, as in an arc light, 
or between which some medium other than 
the regular conductor is placed.

The heavi- 
est endowed training schools for this work 
are the Drexel institute, Philadelphia, and 
the Pratt institute, Brooklyn. At the Drexel 
the tultion for the library course of eight 
months is $50, with incidentals amounting to 
about $20. At Pratt the ‘course runs two 
yeara, of* nine months. Tuition; first year, 
$50; second year, 8. while $40 will cover 
incidentals. In addition to this a student has 
her own board and Hving expenses to pay.

Do not write anything but a proper name 
in longhand; the most unscientific kind of 
a shorthand outline furnishes a skeleton of 
the whole word and takes less time to write 
than a longhand abbreviation, which you 
will probably scrawl so dreadfully that it 
will be absolutely illegible. 

Leave a margin on the left hand side of 
your page, so that you can go bat and 
make insertions readily if the dictator hap- 
pens to be heartless enough to ask it in a 
test.

Most important of all, do not get discour- 
aged and either throw down your pencil or 
finish anz old way,“ deciding that the posi- 
tian would be too dimcult for you. Work up 
to your maximum capacity, no matter how 
often you interrupt or how hopeless your 
outlines look. You are at least getting good 
practice and learning the weak places in 
your work; but the dictator is probably talk- 
ing at twice his usual speed in order to try 
you, and it may be that you are the most 
promising applicant that has yet appeared. 

When you sit down at the machine it will 
pay you to note a few points about it before 
slipping in your letterhead.

The dams and instruments for the measure- 
ment of stream flow, together with a com- 
plete equipment of meteorological apparatus, 
will be installed at about 9,500 feet elevation 
above sea level. The streams drain an area 
that extends upward to about 10,500 feet 
elevation. It is intended to measure the flow 
of the two streams for a period of eight or 
ten years—i, e., long enough to show that 
with similar forestation the behavior of the 
two streams is the same. One of the water- 
sheds will then be cleared, and the measure- 
ments will be continued for a further period 
of eight or ten years, so that the effects‘of 
denudation may be perfectly determined by 
comparing the results of observations in the 
two tracts.

After rémoving the 
dumplings and chicken from the kettle one 
can pour off the most of the liquid and save 
for soup stock. Add milk to what is left im 
the kettle and thicken for gravy. For the 
soup if too much fat arises on it when it le 
cold, skim off and save for fryings. Put the 
stock on fire and add more water if it is neces- 


Household Management. 

I have found that one of the secrets of suc- 
cessful household management is planning 
carefully to use everything up in the cooking. 
For instance, when I maké an angel food 
cake I use nine egg whites. I often separate 
them before breakfast and use five of them 
for scrambled éggs, or French toast, or ome- 
let. I use tbe other four for cup custard, 
cream pie, pudding or to dip the breaded 
chops for dinner into. When I make pies I 
make a little extra crust and roll up two or 
three apple @umplings for luncheom They 
are especially good if a member of the fam- 
ily carries a luncheon. When I make apple 
sauce I add quite a little water to the apples. 
When the sauce is. done I pour off a good cup- 
ful of juice, add a fittle more sugar and make 
a glass of jelly, to which a rose geranium 

leaf adds fine favor. When we have water- 
melon I preserve the white part or sweet 
pickle it. It is as good as citron.

The scant skirts and the combining 
of several materials in one gown, offers many 
possibilities to giris who show a bent in the 
Girection of designing. 

The veiling idea seems to be more popular 
than ever. Nets, marquisettes, chiffqns, and 
laces are all used for this purpose, and last 
year’s frocks fan in many instances be 
cleaned and used for a foundation for veil- 
‘ng, with the result that one has, practically,

Black, without the relief of any color, is 
used a good deal, and it is also seen in com- 
bination with white and colors. Then in 
contrast many of the evening frocks are 
made of the most delicate shades of the dif- 
ferent colors; so it would seem that one has 
a wide enough range to choose from, 

Marquisette in that lovely shade of. pink 
which bids fair to be so popular this winter 
may be chosen for a gown with the embroi- 
dered band across neck and outside of 


“sleeves. Bands of the marquisette embroi- 


dered in self-tones in heavy silk floss are 
used for trimming. Besides these bands 
the only other trimming is the soft satin 
girdle, so it will be inexpensive as those 
things go, and the simplicity of the style 
should recommend it, for it will be easy te 
make and most attractive and pretty look- 
ing. 

» The raised waist line which has come into 
favor again is used in this frock, and it 
seems especially appropriate and pretty for 
dressy gowns. Get a five gored pattern giv- 
ing the raised waist Une, and be sure that 


the pattern allows for a slight fulling of 


the material into the waistband. The seams 
may be stitched and finished—French seams 
being preferable—and a piece of the new 
belting should be provided. This should be 
two inches wide, and it should be cut off 


the right length, allowing of course for the. 


turning in at the ends’ 
Finish the belt on a perfectly straight 
Une in the back, and after the hooks and 


eyes have been sewed on hook the belt onto 


the figure and put a small dart in on each 
side to make it fit into the waistline perfectly. 
It is absolutely necessary, {f the outside 18 
to set well and keep in placo, to have this 
foundation belt fit exactly. 

After this has been done and the skirt 
seams finished gather the skirt on its upper 
edge, which should be just two inches above 
the natural line. Pin the skirt to the top of 
the belt in the middle of the front and at 
the ends in the back, then adjust the full 
ness, allowing a little more on the sides and 
back then across the front. If this frock 
is to be worn for dancing it should clear the 
floor by several inches, while if it is intended 
for general evening wear it may be made long 
enough to come practically to the floor, 

Around the bottom is a deep band of the 
marquisette, cut perfeetly straight, and 
measuring when finished a couple of inches 
over two yards. This band is made @ouble 
and wher finished may be anywhere from 
seven te twelve or fifteen inches wide. If 
the material] will allow of it being cut double 
considerable work ill be saved, as there 
will only be the seaming and pressing open 
of the breadths. 

A fine basting should be put in next to the 
fold around the bottom to keep it in place, 
and then the skirt can be tried on and the 
band pinned to it so the length will be cor- 
rect in the middle of the back and front and 
on each side: There is a gathering thread 
run in the skirt between these points and 
the fullness adjusted so that the skirt folds 
hang down straight and do not slant off 
even a little to one side or the other. This 
pinning and basting the band on is one of 
the most important points of the making of 
the frock, and no stitching should be done 
unti) one is certain that the length is perfect 
and that the fullness hangs as it should. 

The outside of the band may be stitched 
on in a seam which comes on the wrong side 
and the inside part of the band hemmed down 
over K. or the top of the right side of the 
band can be turned in and the stitching done 
from the right side through t fold, and 
the hamming down of the under side done 
the same as in the other instance. If one 
cares for it a second band, much narrower, 
ct.a be set on some distance above this lower 
one but parallel to it, and this gives the et- 
fect of a tunic, which ts always pretty. 

The main part of the blouse and sleeves 
are cut in one piece and cut so as to allow. 
for fulling slightly into the trimmi band 
across the top as well as into the w line. 
The outline across the top is especially 
pretty, and before the bands are cut of the 
dress material they should be cut of some 
old material and fitted perfectly. Across the 
back ‘the outline is the same as on the front. 
These bands shculd be mounted on silk to 
keep them smooth and in place.

One strip of cloth is cut twenty-three inches 
in length and about three inches wide. At 
the point where the opening And seam meet, 
clip the material the depth of the seam. 
This js done so that there will not be a 
pucker in the skirt at that point. The strip 
juat cut is basted to the opening of the skirt 
in a seam on the wrong side—beginning at 
the top on the right hand side, basting down 

No the turning an then up and around to the 
other end. 

At the point where the clipping is several 
beck stitches should be put in by hand, keep- 
ing both material of the skirt and placket 
strip perfectly smooth, and pot allowing 

any unevenness or separating there. The 
strip is then stitched on, the bastings re- 
moved, and the opposite leng side of the strip 
turned in and hemmed down over the seam. 
The doyble strip is laid back on the wrong 
side towards the skirt and forms the faced 
hem on the right hand side of the skirt, and 
is allowed to extend out on the left handside 
to form the extension piece. At the bottom 
of the opetiing the faced hem should be back- 
stitched straight across to the skirt, mak- 
ing the stitches as invisible as can be. 

During this work it is not necessary to 
hold the skirt so that it will stretch at all. 
If the raised waist line is used run a fine 
gathering on the line marking the normal 


knee depth. The waist line is raised slightly s line and in mounting the skirt to the belt, 


and attached to the fitted bodice lining. 

Over this Hning the ‘outside bodice is laid 
perfectly flat and smooth, and in order to 
have it becoming and set well, the -.tted lin- 
ing must be perfect and on no account tight 
across the bust. The frock opens down the 
back, and sleeves and bodice are in one 
piece. Around the waist is a broad, slightly 
draped girdle of black satin, and shaped to 
fit the outline of the neck, the bottoms of the 
sleeves and peeping out from the top of the 
girdie on both back and front are bands of 
this same Japanese embroidery. 

Little overblouses made of some one of the 
transparencies are called Greek ¢hemises 
and are great favorites just now. Two of 
the prettiest varieties are made sometimes 
to open down the back, and sometimes to 
open Under the arm. One is made of black 
chiffon and worn over a frock of pale pink 
crépe de chine. The crépe de chine is cut 
from a circular skirt pattern, with the raised 
line at the waist, and is attached to 4 low 
necked, high waisted, Atted bodice—nerfectly 

lain. 
hea this is worn the little Greek chemise 
of black chiffon, outHned at the neck and 
sieeve edges with trimming bands embroid- 
ered in a “Greek design. 
waist line is a silver cord with teseled ende. 
which hang down in the front. Of course 
all these frocks require perfect fitting slip 
linings. 

Girls who like striking combinations will 
like the scant and short ekirt made of white 
satin and the chemise of marquisette in the 
shade of red which has been and still is so 
fashionable. The style of this chemise it 
quite different from the other one. This is 
slashed up to a raised waist line under each 
arm. It fastens in the back. and all edges 
are banded in Persian band trimming. 
Sleeves and body are cut in one piece, but 
have a small gusset under each arm to give 
a closer fit there. 

Another color combination which is lovely 
is black chiffon used as a veiling to delft blue 
satin. 

Still another is a dress of white satin with 
a tunic of black chiffon, the tunic slashed 
so As to form four sections, and each one 
bordered with narrow embroidered bands, 
done in brilliant colors. The high waisted 
girdle was of White satin. 

While circular skirts as well as all other 
kinds are decidedly scant this season, they 
are nevertheless somewhat difficult to make 
successfully, unless one knows how. If a 
pattern is made to your own measure by some 
reliable house you fre fortunate, and of; 
course you may be just the proportions that 
will conform to the patterns which are on 
sale. At any rate, in buying a patterr which 
is already mace, be guided by your tip 


rather than your waist measure. . 


Open the pattern and lay the piece or pieces 
out flat on a table, and look for the waist 
and hip lines, which should be clearly indi- 
cated on all skirt patterns: A pattern with 
a raised waist line should be 
on this the natural waist line 
The pattern is for half of tite:

In circular patterns th two measures 
should exceed your own, by three quarters 
of an inch on the half way around. If fitted 
to your exact waist anf hip measures, the 
skirt will continually be riding up. Skirts 
with seven or more Fores can be ex- 
actly the right measures as the gores allow 
sufficient spring over the hips. In à circu- 
lar skirt, the cut isso different that this al- 
lowance must be made, even for a skirt 
which is to fit perfectly smooth. 

If the hip is right, and the walst measure 
not too small, the material may be cut out, 
firet verifying the length measures. 

If tue Hip measures too Httle, paste a 
strip of paper down the middle, back edge 
of the pattern, and measure straight out 
trom tile hip the required amount, and plac- 
ing a rule at the waist line of the pattern 
and allowing it to touch at the added hip 
measure, draw a new back seam. ng

As 
recently as the year 1884 there were only three crema- 
tories in all of Europe and America. At present the 
larger towns in Italy, Germany, France, Switzerland, 
and England either have built municrpal crematories 
or are looking into the matter and agitating in favor 
of this public necessity. Since the first crematorium 
was erected in Washington, Pa., by Pr. F. Julius Le 
Moyne in 1876 there were, up to Jan. ¥, 1909, 48,399 cre- 
mations in the United States. Reports from leading 
crematories show a steady increase in the number of 
those who prefer this mode of disposing of the dead.

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Cremation Growing in Favor. 


The earliest recorded movement in favor of crema- 
tion in Chicago was in 1884, and it was 4 most ambi- 
tious undertaking. That was before public sentiment 
on the subject had been tested, and the project was 
to enforcé cremation and do away with burtal entirely. 
A cremation society was founded, of which Dr. W. H. 
Schick was president and Dr. R. D. Unger secretary. 
Also Oscar De Wolf, representing the board of health, 
was directly interested. It was then proposed that the 
board of health, after a suitable crematory had deen 
established, should prohibit al burial within the city 
limits. But the crematory never materialised and for 
a considerable time little was heard of cremation. 


In 1893 the Graceland Cemetery company built. the 
crematory, which has deen operating. more or less 
actively ever since. In the year ending Jan. 1. 1909, 
207 bodies were cremated in the Graceland retorts, and

plished? Has some particular point been 
gained? 

The standard raised, metaphorically, is 
somewhat like Joseph's coat. of divers colors, 
and some of these are certainly discordant. 
This. it is explained. was unavoidable on ac- 
count of a number of invited pictures and a 
number selected by the Art institute’s repre- 
sentative in Paris. A circular issued states 
that the decisions of the jury in all doubtful 
cases were deliberately and carefully con- 
sidered.” Then further on you are informed 
that it is a matter of course that some 
paintings will be found in the exhibition in- 
ferior to some that are refused. There fs no 
way of guarding against accident or human 
tallibility.” 

My sympathies are decidediy with the 
artists. In reading a book we all want to do 
our own skipping. 

With the distinct understanding that under 
mo circumstances work be accepted simply 
because the owner imagines it worthy: to be 
hung, a rather broad than narrow gauge in 
such matters is preferable: Good artists 
never fear competition, in fact inferior pro- 
ductions serve rather as a foil to bring out 
exceptional qualities. Their less gifted 

rethren receive an invaluable practica) les- 
eon by comparison, and the generosity of this 
spirit is ever appreciated and does not create 
the sometimes bitter animority caused by 
perhaps well meant but often wrongly mis- 
construed exclusiveness.

There is no museum or art gallery any- 
where that has done or does more for the 
focal artiste than the Chicago Art tustitute; 
when a matter is given in the hands of a jury 
lis word ts final. Also it needs not be stated 
that all artists, the Chicago ones in particu- 
lar, have no warmer or more generous friend 
than Director French. who is ever the first 
to champion their cause even at the risk of 
being called too Mberal. 

Should the jury which passes on the accept- 
ance of the pictures submitted for exhibition 
also decide the award of the various prizes to 
be distributed? According to traditions fol- 
lowed in some foreign capitals it should not, 
especially when all pictures are not admitted 
under a universal rule. A sufficient number 
of competent men, six-or at most eight. are 
chosen, of these half are empowered to re- 
ject or accept works submitted. The others 
do no work till the accepted pictures are 
placed, then they take up their work of 
awarding the prizes.

Silk tights and 
the flimsiest chemise were the only under- 
garments. People of sense looked upon fash- 
fonable feminiries as half-insane creatures 
who were endeavoring, to see how little 
clothing they could wear. The chief pastime 
then was to weigh one’s garments. ‘Cos-. 
tumes underwear, ornaments, shoes all com- 
bined were not supposed to weigh more than 
eight ounces. 

Hamelin,’ the beautiful wife ot a 
Swiss banker, took to walking in the garden 
of the Tuileries warmly bundled: up in a 
tulle veil, but the rude and obtrusive de- 
havior of an unsympathetic public caused her 
to retufr to her home in great haste.

See that plenty of sand 
ig near the surface, as bulbs should be set 
in sand to prevent possible decay in case of & 
warm spell in autumn. 

Around the shrubbery and beneath the 
hedges dig up the earth to a depth bf twelve 
inches, turn over the soll, and allow it to 
remain undisturbed until ready to set the 
bulbs, when it will be In a mellow condition 
and can easily be raked into shape. 

Planting bulbs around trees je as bad form 
as to allow tree trunks to be covered with 
trailing vines. Let the grass grow up to the 
bark, and do not forget that fall is a good 
time to sow Cloverseed, being sure to sprinkle 
plentifully on the bare spots close to the tree.
